From g to 10 one of the 
Miſſionaries catechizes the Children, and inſpects the La- 
bours of the Maſters; and from 7 to 8 in the Evening 
expounds the New. Teſtament; at which time many of 


the Inhabitants have Liberty to attend; Habacuc's Son,

of 7 upon them the Charge of a new Labourer in 
the Work of the Miſſion, on Account of the encreaſing 
Expences ariſing from the two Miſſionaries whom they 
have engaged to ſend out to India; though they cannot 
but acknowledge themſelves greatly indebted to Mr Kier- 
nander for leſſening thoſe Expences, in ſome degree, by 
remitting to Halle 400 Dollars towards defraying the 
Charges which ſhould attend the ſending out of the Per- 
ſon deſtined to be his Aſſiſtant, and generouſly engaging 

diſcharge whatever his Journey by Land and Voyage by 
ea may amount to above that Sum. With: regard to 
the finiſhing of Captain Griffin's Accounts, Mr Kiernander 
writes that it takes up much Time, by reaſon. of the flow 
Payment of the Bills remitted for that Purpoſe, and the 

_ Difficulty of ſending over what has been collected. But 
if, after all Debts and Legacies are paid off, there ſhould 
be any Reſidue for Beth Tephillab; which cannot as yet 
be known, it will ſuffer no Loſs, as the Money lies at 
Intereſt in the Company's Caſh at 8 per Cent. He doubts 
not however that Providence will ſupply the Deficiencies of

On the 
yth of May a Fire broke out on the Eaſt Side of Calcutta, 
and was by a ſtrong ſoutherly Wind greatly increaſed, 
till it had conſumed Sore 1000 Houſes belonging moſtly 
to the Bengalers and ſome Poriugueze : It was quenched 
however in' the Evening by a North-Weſt Wind and 
Rain. And on the 19th of une about Noon they had 
an Earthquake which cauſed a ſubterraneous Noiſe that 
proceeded from North to South, and was moſt perceived 
in the Houſes along the River-ſide, bur, through the
